Ward 1 Dave Elliott 
knows it’s taboo to vote against anything to 
do with improved firefighting equipment 

But his stance last Monday night was, if it 
ain’t broke, why fix it? 

The lakeside city’s fire department asked 
council to spend $301,000 on a new tanker 
truck to replace a 22-year-old model near¬ 
ing the end of its lifespan. 

“We could keep using it, but the munic¬ 
ipality would be putting itself at a greater 
risk,” he said before last week’s council 
meeting. 

He said the city’s insurance provider 
could increase premiums if the truck is 
deemed to be too old. 

Ultimately, council voted 7-1 to buy the 
new truck from Dependable Emergency 
Vehicles of Brampton, which submitted the 
lowest bid of three companies at $292,800 
plus tax. 

Elliottwas the lone holdout, saying coun¬ 
cil needs to think about “spending respon¬ 
sibly.” 

“I just question our need to replace 
things when there’s no cost to maintain 
it, it’s paid for, it operates perfecdy and we 
don’t put much mileage on it every year," 

“Why do we have to continually replace 
when there’s nothing wrongwith the equip¬ 
ment. Yes, it’s older, but it works fine. Why 
don’t we keep it for another couple ofyears 
and see what happens down the road?" 

But Port Colbome fire Chief Tom Cart- 


thelate 


floodlights, modem water dumping fea¬ 
tures and fully electronic controls. 

The new track will also have a 2,500-gal¬ 
lon capacity compared to the current 
truck’s 2,000-gallon tank. 

Various options were looked at, includ¬ 
ing buying a smaller truck, buying a used 
truck or buying new. 

Cartwright recommended a new truck 
because “it will meet the requirements of 
the city well into the future; will provide 
flexibility in its use... will hold more water 
than the previous tanker and (would have) 
new technology that is available,” he wrote 
in his report. 

Elliott voted against the purchase after 
being told this was the third fire truck pur¬ 
chase approved during the current council 

“That’s going to cost us in the area of $1 
million,” he said. “I don’t know we replace 
equipment that quickly in any other 
department I’m not against protecting the 
firefighters orthesafetyofthe residents... 
but I’m trying to find a fire department in 
any other municipality in Niagara that has 
a fleet as current as ours. We don’t fight a 
lot of fires.” 

After the 1992 tanker is replaced, the old¬ 
est in the fleet will be a 14-year-old pumper 
truck that won’t hit the end of its lifespan

Whole new look for Lakeshore

School students were in for a 
shock when they arrived for 
the start of another school 

Their school had been 
transformed into a construc¬ 
tion zone — part of the build¬ 


ing was demolished and cor¬ 
doned off with fencing in 
preparation for a $5.5-mil- 
lion renovation over the next 

Grade 11 student and stu¬ 
dent council president Allie 
Moore said she saw the work 
for the first time while visiting 
the school for a meeting dur¬ 
ing the summer. 


“We were thinking, 'OK, 
the school’s just broken,’” she 
said with a laugh. 

“I was a little taken aback 
by the amount of things that 
had already been done. I’m 
anxious to see what it's going 
to look like.” 

Niagara Catholic Dis¬ 
trict School Board held a 
groundbreaking ceremony 


last week to officially start 
the project. 

By the time the renovations 
are completed in Septem¬ 
ber 2015, the building will 
be nearly completely trans¬ 
formed, said board education 
director John Crocco. 

“You will not recognize the 
front of the school when you 
see it, nor the renovations that 


are taking place inside," he 
said, gesturing to a sign show¬ 
ing the image of the renovated 
building that will be erected 
beside Janet St. 

The project includes 10 
new classrooms, a new stu¬

One of the victims found Smid’s 
mother, who “suprisingly” let Smid into 
the building, something to which the 
other woman objected to, Strecansky 
said. 

Smid then told the seniors that if the 
police were called, he would get even. 

“I have a lot of guns,” Strecansky 
quoted Smid as saying. “And I’ll shoot 
you in the face.” 

Defence attorney Jeff Root told the 
court Smid doesn’t have any guns. 

"The police investigated,’’ Root said. 

“Hie bottom line is, he's trespassing if 
he wants to see him mom, I told him to 
see her someplace else." 


Root said Smid suffers from prostate 
cancer, is on an Ontario disability pen¬ 
sion and “wasn’t thinking straight.” 

Smid spent 34 days in pre-trial cus¬ 
tody. The Crown asked for a sentence of 
60 days in jail and five years of proba- 

"There is no useful purpose to be 
served by keeping in jail that long,” Judge 
Joseph Nadel said. 

He later told Smid if he wanted to see 
with his mother, to call her and arrange a 
meeting “at a Tim Hortons.” 

Smid was sentenced to two years of 
probation, was ordered to stay away from 
his mother’s residence and not to have 
any contact with the victims.
